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By the Chiet: Allocations Branch:

I. The CommissiQfl considers herein a petition for role making filed on behalf of Vixon
Valley Broadcasting ("petitioner") requesting the allotment of Chamel 271A to Driggs, Idaho,
as that commlUlity's first local aural transmission service. Petitioner stated its intention to apply
for Channel 271A if it is allotted to Driggs, as requested.

2. A staff' analysis of the proposal indicates that Channel 271A can be allotted to the
incorporated community of Driggs (population 846),1 in confonnity with the requirements of
Section 73.207(bXl) ofthe Commission's Rules,2 without a site restriction, utilizing city reference
coordinates 43-43-36 and 111-06-18.

3. Based upon the interest expressed in providing a fll'St local aural transmission service
to Driggs, Idaho, we will propose to allot Channel 271A to that community, as requested.
Therefore, we will seek comments on the proposed amendment to the FM Table of Allotments,
Section 73.202(b) of the Commission's Rules, to include Drigp, Idaho, as follows:

2Although this proposal is short-spaced to a later-filed rule making proposal to allot Channel 270A to Vietor,
Idaho (RM-8937), we have detennined the availability ofan equivalent Class Achannel for consideration at the latter
community to negate the conflict.
